The prior art does not disclose the claimed combination, in particular, an 

electromagnetic actuator device that opens a poppet valve against the pressure of the 
fluid wherein the electromagnetic actuator is housed entirely along an exhaust channel 
which is parallel to the longitudinal axis of the cylindrical body. 

The recitation "the electromagnetic actuator device (22), which is housed entirely 
along the exhaust channel (17)" has been considered to limit the device having the 
electromagnetic actuator device being completely encased within the exhaust channel. 
Applicant's specification, on page 11, lines 8-14, recites, "the actuator device 22 is held 
in position inside the enlarged section 23 of the exhaust channel..."
